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BONDS NOT SUBJECT 


To the Ten Per Cont Tax Placed 
on State Bank Notes. 


A DECISION OF INTEREST T0 GEORGIA 


In the Matter of Floyd County Issu- 
ing Bonds as Local Currency. — 


MR. CARLISLE REFERS THE QUESTION 


To Solicitor Reeves, Who Holds That a 
County Can Issue Bonds and Use Them 
as Local Circulating Medium.

Washington, October 14—(Special.)—Mr. 

elix A. Reeves, the solicitor of the treas- 

ry, has rendered a decision which will be 
of interest to every citizen 2f Georgia. It 
was rendered at the request of Mr. R. G. 
Clark, of Rome. Mr. Clark wrote to Sec- 
retary Carlisle statihg that the county 
commissioners of Floyd county proposed to 
issue a certain amount of county bonds, 
bearing a low rate of interest, in denomi- 
nations of five, ten and twenty dollars. 
One of the purposes in view in issuing 
these bonds was the interition of using 
them the same as local currency. Mr. 
Clark inquired whether such action would 
conflict in any way with the United States 
banking laws. Mr. Carlisle referred the 
letter to Mr. Reeves, who advise the sec- 
retary that no statute of the United States 
prohibits the issue of county bonds in 
any denomination. According to Mr. Reeves 
any county has a rght to issue bonds when 
not in contravention to the constitution of 
the state. As to the state bank tax of 
1875, Mr. Reeves says that the word “coun- 
ty” is not enumerated among the corpora- 
tions, persons, @°m, association, state 
bank or state banking associations, and, 
therefore, county bonds are not subject 
to the 10 per cent tax. 

“Notes,” Not “Bonds.” 

Mr. Reeves also held that the word 
“notes” could not be regarded as including 
county bonds, and he was, therefore, of the 
opinion that the proposed issue of county 
bonds would not be taxable under the fed- 
eral statutes. 

A talk with Solicitor Reeves by The 
Constitution correspondent today procured 
from him the ‘further’ statement that 
whether the bonds issued by a county 
bore interest or not, his opinion would 
apply the same. These bonds, he admitted, 
could be in denominations as low as one 
and two dollars, and could be used as a 
local circulating medium.

"Phe onty possible whance of 
conflict with the United States authorities 
pn this question would be in the manu- 


facture of these bonds or notes in a form 


resembling United “States currency, as in 
the case of the Mississippi bonds recently 
seized. This, 1t is said, could be easily 
avoided, warning the engraver of the new 
money not to imate any vignette, seal or 
scroll work now in use by..*he United 
Btates. 

The question is whether or not Mr. 
Reeves’s deciston conmficts with that clause 
of the UTitte@ Statés which provides that 
no state shall “coin money or emit bills of 
credit.” The supreme court in Craig vs. 
the state of Missouri has decided that no 
state can issue currency in ‘any form—of 
course a county is a part of a state, but 
whether these Floyd county bonds will be 
consiGed currency in that sense that peo- 
ple will be required to take it remains to 
be seen. E. W. B. 


fr TOM REED IN NEW YORK. 


He Addresses a Large Crowd at Coop- 
ers Union. 

Néw York, October 14.—The republicans 
of New York city started the ball of the 
coming election rolling last night at Cooper 
Union. Ex-Speaker Thomas B. Reed was 
the chief orator of the meeting, which was 
under the direction of the repuk.ean county 
committee. The doors of the big meeting 
hall were announced to be thrown open at 
7 o'clock, but long before that time a surg- 
ing crowd fought and jostled for admission. 
Five minutes after the doors were opened 
there was not a vacant seat and hundreds 
of persons lined the corridors and aisles. 
The hall was decorated all over with the 
United States flags. In the center of the 
platform was suspended-a portrait of Levi 
P. Morton, the republican candidate for 
governor, while a portrait of Senator Sex- 
ton, the republican candidate for lieutenant 
governor, was placed in front of the plat- 
form. 

Mr. Reed came on the platform a few 
minutes before 8 o’clock. The moment he 
was seen pushing through the crowd a 
mighty cheer arose and the entire audience 
stood on its feet and cheered wildly. ‘“Three 
cheers for our next president, Tom Reed,” 
shouted somebody on the platform” and 
everybody in the hall responded. 

Mr. Reed bowed again and again his ac- 
knowledgements to the audience. The 
name of Senator Hill was received with 
hissing whenever it was mentioned. 

George Stevens, who made the prelimi- 
nary arrangements for the meeting, intro- 
duced William’ Brookfield, ex-chairman of 
the republican sfate committee, as chair- 
man of the meeting. Mr. Brookfield made 
a short address and.introduced John R. 
Van Wormer as the secretary of the meet-

TWO TICKETS IN THE FIELD. 


Is the Southern Railway After, the 
Queen and Crescent? 
Cincinnati, O., October 14.—At the annual 
meeting of the stockholderg of the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific Rail- 
way Company, to be held at the general 
offices here tomorrow, there will be two 
tickets for directors in the fleld. One ticket 
will be that made up by the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton syndicate people, 


P and the other will be a ticket representing 


the Southern-Railway-Drexel-Morgan in- 
terests. The Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton also has booked six of the present 
members of the board of directors. to retire. 
Those who are to go out are Messrs. Brice, 
Thomas, Lauterbach, McGhee, Weir and 
Anderson, of this city. The gentlemen are 
to be succeeded by H. F. Shoemaker, Alfred 
Sully, of New. York, and KB. W. Kittredge, 
Lawrence Maxwell, Jr., M. D. Woodford 
and Eugene Zimmerman, of Cincinnati, 
The other candidates on the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton ticket are S. M. Fel- 
ton, Jr., C. C. Harvey and Alexander Mc- 
Donald, all of this city. Out of the 30,000 
shares of Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific stock the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton people will be able to 
vote 15,300 for their ticket. These two 
blocks of stock are the 10,000 shares owned 
by the Alabama Great Southern, or in oth- 
er words, by Baron Erlanger, and the 
5,300 shares that are held in England, and 
which are known as the ‘Flower’ holdings. 

It has been claimed all along that the 
Southern railway people would endeavor 
to secure control of the Queen and Crescent 
system through the purchase of the Ala- 
bama Great Southern road, and had offered 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton syn- 
dicate $500,000 more than they paid for the 
majority of the Cincinnati extension bonds. 
President Spencer, of the Southern Railway 
Company, was reported to have denied that 
such was the case, and said that the South- 
ern Railway Company did not want the 
Queen and Crescent lines. 

The ticket for directors to be presented 
at tomorrow’s meeting and which Messrs. 
Greenough and Crawford are here to pre- 
sent, shows plainly the Southern-Rail- 
way-Company-Drexel-Morgan earmarks. 
The candidates on this ticket are _ 5S. 
M. Felton, Jr., C. C. Harvey, W. P. An- 
derson, Aug Goodman and M. D. Woodford, 
all of Cincinnati; Samuel Spencer, C. H. 
Ccster, W. C. Greenough and H. IF. Shoe- 
maker, of New York. 

The Southern-Railway-Company-Drex72l- 
Morgan people have 5,000 shares of stock 
that it is known they will vote on Monday. 
This block of Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific stock was deposited by 
Messrs. Brice and Thomas with the Central 
Trust Company, of New York, when they 
bought the Alabama Great Southern road 
for Baron Erlanger and through that pur- 
chase secured the control of the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific road. 

The 5,000 shares of Cincinnati, New Or- 
lears and Texas Pacific stock deposited by 
‘Brice and Thomas with the Central Trust 
Ccmpany were put up by these gentlemen, 
in addition to a majority of the Alabama 
Great Southern stock, to secure the pay- 
ment of the Cincinnati extension bonds giv- 
én Baron Erlanger when the control of 
the Alabama Great Southern was purchas- 
ed for him. The proxy to vote the 5,000 
shares was secured by the Southern rail- 
way irterest, although Fresident Woodford, 
of the,Chicago, Hamilton and Dayton, said 
th hen Mr. Tavlor und his associates 
bought of Baron Erlanger the majority 
of the Cincinnati extension bonds, before 
closing the deal they Were assured by Mr. 

ott, of the Central Trust Company, that 
the 5,Cv0 shares of the Cincinnati, New Or- 


leans and Texas Pacitic stock held to se- 


cure the Cincinnati extension bonds would 
be voted by the Central Trust Company as 
directed by the holders of the Cincinnati 
extension bonds, which are the Chicago, 
Hamilton and Daytou syndicate.”’ 

There is not likely to be any interference 
tomorrow. Mr. Greenough said last night 
that while the Southern railway was anxi- 
ous to get hold of the property, as Cincin- 
nati was the gateway between their lines 
and New York, they would probably wait 
and buy the stock. The _ election will 
amount to 2othing, as the road is in the 
hands of a receiver and will remain so be- 
yond the term of the directors. The suit 
in foreclosure will result in placing the 
stock on the market at auction and the 
party which bids the most will get it, and 
that cannot be known until aiter the sale. 
The Southern Railway Company will be a 
bidder, and as it controls nearly five thou- 
sand miles of southern reads and has zll 
the capital that it wants, it will ve likely 
to bid all that the stock is worth.

GOOD NEWS THIS Is. 


An Era of Prosperity at Iron and 
Steel Millis. 

Harrisburg, Pa., October 14.—Iron and 
steel mills in this locality are enjoying an 
efa of unprecedented prosperity. At the 
Pennsylvania Steel Works the production 
of rails and Bessemer steel last week was 
the heaviest of years. The three furnaces 
in blast averaged nearly three hundred tons 
daily. For three days che Bessemer mill 
averaged 120 blooms every twenty-four 
hours. The rail mill made 4,000 tons of rails 
during the week, the largest production in 
its history. On Thursday 816 tons were 
turned out—nearly a ton to every two 
minutes. The company has received a 
contract for 1,000 tons of girder raais from 
the Chicago Street Railway Company, of 
Chicago, and another large contract from 
Covington, Ky. There are 4,000 men em- 
ployed in the steel works.

There is little doubt 
but that the rest of the employes will go 
in. It is expected that many of the weavers 
will return, because the loss, of wages for 
the last eight weeks has driven many of 
them, as well as other operatives, into 
straightened circumstances. The manu- 
facturers are of the opinion that the Own- 
ers will have trouble tn operating the ma- 
fhinery for a few days, but do not antici- 
pate that the help will stay away from 
the mills after the first week in sufficient 
numbers to seriously affect business. 
Since the strike began, the mils that 
have been running have secured weavers 
from othe éactories, and particularly skill- 
ed weavers are at work. Some bother is 
expected tomorrow, if there is a general 


resumption of work, by superintendents - 
trying to get back their old help now work-. 


ing in other mills. Many members of the 
‘Weavers’ Union still show a determined 
spirit, and will probably stay away until 
they find that continued absence from their 
old places is of no avail, as factors in 
the situation. During the strike, large 
sums have been expended for repairs, and 
it is expected that more or less trouble 
will be experienced until the machinery 
gets into good running order. Business men 
and tradesmen generally: hail with delight 
the prospect of the complete resumption of 
work. , 

During the vacation, something like $1,- 
600,000 has been kept out of the channels 
through which it runs when no trouble 
exists between the manufacturers afd the 
employes. 

The weavers are to hold a meeting in the 
park tomorrow, and the result will be read 
from various. sections of the city, showing 
to what extent the vote of Saturday to stay 
out has een regarded. 


Will Not Confer with Strikers. 

New York, October 14.—All the leading 
cloak and cloth manufacturers in this city 
held a meeting today at the Fifth Avenue 
hotel at which they discussed the strikes, 
and resolved not to take any action tp- 
wards a compromise or to sign any agree- 
ment or to confer with the strikers. The 
demands of the strikers, they claim, are 
re2zsonable. The manufacturers will meet 
again tomorrow.

LASHED TO THE RAIL. 


The Crew of a Bark Has a Rough 
Time During a Storm. 
Pensacola, Fla., October 14.—Captain 
Sinte and sixteen men of the créw of the 
Spanish bark Barcelona from New Orle- 
ans to Barcelona, with a cargo of staves, 
were brought here today by the pilot boat 
Haze. The Barcelona was dismasted and 
waterlogged, her pumps and everything on 
deck being carried away in Monday’s storm. 
One seaman was swept overboard and 
drowned. Captain Sinte and his crew were 
taken off Tuesday by the Norwegian bark 
Aukathor about two hundred miles’ south- 
west of Pensacola and transferred to the 

pilot boat last night. 

The bark John Ludvig, which sailed from 
here before the storm with a cargo of tim- 
ber, was picked up last night about fifteen 
miles off the bar and towned in this morn- 
ing by the tug monarch. The bark was 
caught in the storm about one hundred and 
thirty miles south of the bar while under 
bare poles. Her three masts were broken 
off and carried away, and her bulwarks and 
stanchions stove in. For about forty hours 
her rail was under water. Her crew was 
lashed to the opposite rail but a tremendous 
sea breeze broke the rope which held_ the 
mate and he was swept away and lost. 

Much anxiety is felt here about the 
steamship Scythian, Captain Hamilton, of 
the Export Coal Company fieet. She left 
Tampico October 3d, with the large coal 
barge Alabama in tow and is now several 
days overdue. No tidings have been receiv- 
ed of either vessel. since the storm. 


ACCIDENT TO EXCURSIONISTS. 


A Louisville andNashville Train Run 
Into—Many People Injured. 
New Orleans, La., October 14.—Engineer 
Simpson, of the East Louisiana ratlroad, is 


responsible for a frightful accident that oc- 
curred this morning at the crossing of the 
Louisvile and Nashville and the Northeast- 
ern road, about two miles from: where the 
Louisville and Nashville railfoad leaves 
Elysian Fields street—an accident that Will 
in all probability result in at east one fa- 
tality, while a score of passengers on the 
Louisville and Nashviile received severe in- 
juries. The Louisville and Nashville “across 
the lake” excursion train, consisting of 
eight coaches well loadeq with pleasure 
seekers, a large proportion of them being 
women and children, pulled out on time. 
Ag the train approached the crossing of 
the Northeastern tracks Engineer Hanley 
brought his train to a stop and whistled, 
as the law requires. He *hen gave the sig- 
nal to go ahead, and proceeded across the 
tracks of the Northeastern. The East Lou- 
isiana train, carrying excursionists to points 
in St. Tammany parish, was booming along 
its tracks, and with a shrill shriek from its 


whistle for “down brakes,* crashed into | 
the sixth coach of the Louisville and Nash- | 


ville train. 
Thrown Into a Ditch, 
The collision threw a crowded coach com-

@ panic ensued. Thete was a wild rush to 


escape from the 4oomed coach, hut before 
one of the passengers could reach either 
platform the approaching engine had etruck 
it and the coach, with its living freight, 
was buried in the ditch. 

Women and children ehrieked in their ter- 
ror, while men fought their way blindly. for 
some escape from the coach. Seats were 
torn up and huried fm every direction by 
the force of the collision, and after tne 
first wild panic had subsided there were 
heard piteous moans from different quar- 
oe of the wreck, telling of painful inju- 


Willing hands went to work, and within 
@ short time the wounded ones had been 
taken out of the coach and made as com- 
fortable as possible. 
~The greatest indignation and anger pre- 
vailed among che witnesses of the collision 
against Engineer Simpson, who had 50 
ruthlessly disregarded the law requiring a 
stop, and had caused the frightful wreck. 

Inquiry developed the fact that Simpsen 
had escaped to the sWamp. A section fore- 
man on his handcar brought news of the 
collision to the city, amd the Northeastern 
officials dispatched a special train to convey 
the injureg to the city, .

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AN ABLE DISCUSSION 


of Court. 

New Haven, Conn., October 14.—Professor 
William C. Robinson, of the Yale law 
school, and Justice Simeon E. Baldvrin, of 
the Connecticut supreme.court, tonight, in 
the United church (congregational) discuss- 
ed the “‘Mutual Relations of the Roman 
Catholic and Pretestant Churches.” The 
church was crowded. The professor’s argu- 
ment was altogether on the same lines as 
his paper read before the Universalist con- 
vention at Saratoga a few weeks ago, and 
covered the topic from the Roman Catholic 
Standpoint. 

Justice Baldwin, replying, dwelt briefly 
upon the points upon which the churches 
differed from the time of Henry VIII to 
the present day. In closing, Justice Bald- 
win said: 

“Our enemies are its enemies. The great 
danger to republican government in Ameri- 
ca now comes from two sources—the spread 
of anarchy and the incorporation into our 
society of masses of foreigners, unfamiliar 
with our institutions and ignorant of the 
necessary limits of liberty. Against both 
these forces the Catholics are our best al- 
lies. It is full time for all Christian men 
to pull together in warfare with the tad 
in the world. Our differences are as noth- 
ing compared to the points on which we 
agree, and it will be the fault of the Ameri- 
can protestant if he does not welcome and 
solicit the support of Catholic churches on 
every question of ethics and morality.” 


TENNESSEE TOTAL ABSTAINERS 


Adopt Resolutions in Regard to the 
Liquor Trafiic. 

Knoxville, Tenn., October 14.—(Special.)— 
St. Mary’s Cathdlic Abstinence Society, 
composed of fifty-one leading Catholics in 
this city, adopted sensational resolutions 
this afternoon regarding the liquor traffic. 
The resolutions recite that the object of the 
society is to train the Catholic youth in 
paths of sobriety and morality, that they 
may become practical Catholics and patri- 
otic American citizens; that the society re- 
alizes that the strongest impediment to the 
consummation of these objects, as well as 
the greatest evil which confronts the Amer- 
ican people, is intemperance, and that it 
contemplates with horror the result of in- 
temperance and especially deplores the mis- 
ery entailed on Catholics and the odium 
cast on them as a religious denfiomination. 
The principles promulgated by the third 
plenary council of Baltimore, and especial- 
ly that clause admonishing ali Cathelics so 
engaged to abandon the liquor traffic, are 
endorsed.

Aznd This Being His Third Victim the 
Enraged People Take Him from the 
Jail and Put Him to Death. 


Lexington, Ky., October 14—Another 
lynching was added to the unusually large 
fall seriez of the Blue Grass lynching bees 
today. Yesterday at the close of the Beat- 
tyville fair Oscar Morton, a prominent cit- 
izen of Stanton, in Powell county, went on 
the warpath. Only two weeks ago Morton 
killed a man at Stanton, and was out on 
$5,000 bond to appear next week at the Pow- 
ell circuit court. When Morton arrived at 
the fair he proceeded to get drunk, and 
then went to find Sheriff William Simms, 
who was his deadly enemy, a feud of long 
standing existing between the two men. 
Simms met Morton near the entrance to 
the fair grounds, and after a few words 
both of them drew guns and a yutck ex- 
change of shots followed, Morton using two 
guns. His first shot broke the sheriff's right 
arm at the elbow, and John Hogg, 4 friend 
of Simms’s, whipped out his gun and joined 
in the battle. When the smoke had cleared 
away it was found that Sheriff Simmg was 
dead, having a shot through his breast, one 
in his abdomen and another through his 
arm. Morton was shot through the neck, 
while Hogg was unhurt. Before a crowd 
could collect Morton was hustle to the 
county jail’: and placed under guard. The 
people became infuriated end a big meet- 
ing was at once held in the public square. 
Colonek John Drummond mounted @ barrel 
and made a speech, in which he said the 
murderer must be hanged, but that the 
work must be done quietly and with per- 
fect order. Morton had killed two men in 
less than two weeks’ time and hé must die 
by the rope. 

Dangled from a Bridge. 

A mob was quickly formed and marched 
to thé jail. The jailer was overpowered 
and the keys to Morton’s cell were cb- 
tained. He was found lying on the floor cf 
bis cell, and after a bitter struggle was 
seized and dragged out. He then became 
impudent and told the mob that he did not 
care what they did with him, provided 
they did their work quickly. Adtter w short 
parley he was taken to a little bridge some 
distance from the town and the rcpe was 
placed around his neck. The leaders drew 
their guns and told him to Jump or else Le 
would be riddled with bullets. 

Turning around, the doomed man cursed 
his captors, and, uttering wild impreca- 
tions, leaped into space. The jump brake 
his neck,.and after dangling in the air for 
a few minutes he became still and a volley 
of bullets were fired into him. ‘he mob 
then dispersed and the body was left dang- 
ling from the bridge. At hoon today it was 
still there. None of the mob made ary at- 
tempt to conceal their identity and the 
hanging was conducted with as much for- 
mality as if it had been a legal affair. The 
dead sheriff was only recently married and 
leaves a young wife. 

The murderer was a wealthy man, who 
lived at Stanton. He has killed three men. 


Coming to the fair he atte:zapted to kill the 
fireman of the train because he would not 
increase the speed of the locomotive. 

This is the eighth lynching in central 
Kentucky in the past three months, and the 
people have determined to put down murder 
if they have to take the law into their own 
hands every time a man is killed. Mor- 
ton’s relatives are incensed over the lynch- 
ing, and it may be that some old feud will 


be reopened.

SAVED THE “ATLANTA SPECIAL.” 


O’Leary Turned the Switch and Saved 
Many Lives. 

Washington, October 14.—Ther@ are no 
new developments in regard to the Quantico 
train robbery that afford the sufferers any 
satisfaction. The original report that a 
signal man saw the flying engine coming 
along the track and telegraphed to Quantico 
to look out for it, is incorrect. The engine 
was rushing into Quantico station until an- 
nounced at the rate of a mile a minute, 
when a switchman named O'Leary, by a 
happy instinct, came to the conctusion that 
something was wrong and énstantly seized 
the switch bar, threw the target over, and 
sent the engine up a steep grade into a 
coal dump, ‘where it smashed three or four 
coal cars and up-ended itself in a miracu- 
lous wreck. But for his promptitude the 
engine which the robbers turned loose would 
have dashed into the Atlanta spec.al ex- 
press, which was then standing at the sta- 
tion with over 300 passengers on board, 
many of whom would undoubtedly have 
been killed. 

The managers and assistant managers of 
the Adams Express Company were in con- 
sultation in this city tast night and most 
of this morning. It is understood that 
their part of the investigation has been 
placed in the hands of the Philadelphia 
office of the Pinkertons. The Adams ex- 
press officials themselves absolutely de- 
cline to make public any statement on the 
matter. 

The governor of Virginia has offered re- 
wards for the arrest of the robbers. Other 
rewards Nave been offered by the express 
company and by the railroads and it is 
understood that the governor of Maryland 
will co-operate in every way. 

Application was made by the governor of 
Virginia to the authorities of the District 
of Columbia. but inasmuch as the crime 
was not perpetrated in ,the district, the 
commissioners are unable to offer a reward 
to facilitate the capture, but have assured 
Governor O’Ferrall that in every other way

they will co-operate to the fullest extent, 


the locality. Several New York Pinkerton 
men are also .there. J. Q. A. Herring, 
general manager of the Adams Express 
Company, visited the scene of the robbery 
this afternoon and held a long consulta- 
tion with the officers. 

The robbery is one of the largest on rec- 
ord. Seldom ha® train robbers made away 
with more than $100,000, and this has been 
extraordinary. There is a little doubt, how- 
ever, but that the Aquia creek bandits se- 
cured $150,000. The manifests ofthe com- 
pany, it is said, show that $182,080 is miss- 
ing, but some of this is believed to have 
been in bonds and papers which cannot be 
readily negotiated by the thieves. ‘ane 
chances for the capture of the robbers are 
poor. The men had ample time to get 
away before being pursued. The country 
through which they went is thinly settiea 
and not accessible by telegraph. The men 
could have hidden their booty in some out of 
the way place in Charles or St. Mary's 
counties, Maryland, where it would be safe 
for years. Almost the only hope the de- 
tectives have of capturing the robbers is 
that if they commence to spend the money 
it will be noticed. Some of them may be 
Caught and clues thus gained. 

Turner Not the Man. 

The man Turner, who was arrested here 
while in a drunken condition Saturday 
night and who claimed to be one of the 
robbers who had been cheated out of his 
share, turned out to be an irresponsible 
persony The express messenger saw him 
today and said that he was not the man 
Who entered the car. 

The police authorities today received word

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JAIL DELIVERY AT GADSDEN,. 


Eight Prisoners Get Away by Sawing 
Through the Bars. 

Gadsden, Ala., October 14.—(Special.)— 
There was a wholesale jail delivery in this 
city tonight. At about 8 o'clock the jailer 
went in to-lock up the prisoners when he 
only found four men to lock up, and on in- 
vestigation he discovered that eight 
men had gone, as follows: Joe 
Ward and John Bridges, high- 
way robbery; J. P. Jenkins, recently con- 
victed of forgery and sent up for two 
years, awaiting action of the supreme 
court; R. A. Dewgar, rape; Dave Adkins, 
William Green, W. A. Gray, selling whisky 
and Charles Davis, colored, chicken thief. 
They made their escape by sawing two bars 
in the steel cage and then sawing the bars 
to the outer window, thereby getting out. 
Eight made their escape and the jail would 
now be empty had the jailer not gone in 
when he did. Four only are left. Two 
short case knives made into saws, and a 
hottie of sweet oil were found in the cell of 
one of the prisoners who stated that the 
saws and oil were handed in from the -out- 
side. So far the escaped birds have made 
good their escape. Sheriff Burns is away 
after a murderer and as yet no attempt has 
been made to capture them. The filing of 
the bars was done Saturday and Sunday 
while religious services were being held in 
the jail. 


LOSS BY STAMP THIEVES. ~

It {s expected that Wy the middle 
of the coming week they will have received 
reports from all postmasters whose g¢hip- 
ments of stamps could haye been tamper- 
ed with.

Gossip as to the Action of the Socialists 
in Their Congress. 


WILL DISCUSS REPRESSIVE MEASURES 


Aud Offer Amendments to the Penal 
Code of the Fatherland. 


THE BEER BOYCOTT NOT REMOVED 


Brewers Failed to Conciliate the Men. 
Bismarck and the Countess in Good 
Healtn—The Cuar’s Iliness. 


Berlin, October 14.—The programme of 
the social-democratic congress, which wil] 
meet in Frankfurt one week from today 
shows that the leaders are wide awake te 
the political issues of the coming winter. 
The last development of the agrarian move. 
ment will occupy much of the delegates’ at- 
tention. The central committee has pre- 
pared motions dealing with the extrava. 
gant demands of the Kanitzes and Ploetzes, 
and is arranging to combat them with sys 
tematic agitation among rural laborers and 
small landed proprietors. All the poorer 
classes of the agricultural districts are to 
be stirred against landlordism, and its po 
litical platform. 

The proposals to revive the repressive 
measures of the Bismarck regime will be 
debated fully by the delegates. Numeroug 
social democratic societies have sent to the 
central committee resolutions concerning 
the party's attitude to the threatened reac- 
tion. All breathe the spirit of* confidence 
and determined action. They advise the 
maintenance of the compact party organiza. 
tion, the continuance of its tron discipline 
and, in case this advice be taken, stand 
ready to defy the government to do its 
worst. All profess confidence in the ul- 
timate triumph of their cause. 

The disputes between thé Bavarian and 
north German social democrats are abat- 
ing. The decision of the south Germans to 
stand by the deputies who voted appropria- 
tions to the Bavarian government was «a 
warning to the north Germans who had 
publicly condemned these votes. The exec. 
utive committee smothered its desire to 
discipline the Bavarians, and in the inter- 
est of harmony, began to reorganize so ag 
to give the Bavarian faction more influence 
on the conduct of the party. The compro- 
mise is the direct result of the agitation for 
repressive laws. 

Amendments to the Penal Code. 

Before the congress the social demotratia 
leaders in Berlin intend to obtain accu- 
rate information as to the scope of the 
rroposed amendments of the penal code. Ac. 
cording to the last report the princtpal 
change will be made in article 103, which 
provides that “whoever incites classes of 
the people to acts of violence against one 
another and thus endangers the pubiio 
peace, shall be fined 600 marks or imprison. 
ed for a period of not more than two 
years.” The change in question would be 
to omit in this paragraph the words “to 
acts of violence.” This omission was pro- 
posed to the reichstag in 1875, but was de- 
feated, owing to the fact that it left the 
clause too obscure for many principal pur- 
poses, and would bring within the scope of 
government prosecution such partisan agi- 
tators as agrarians and anti-Semites as 
well as the socialists. It is almost certain 
that the reichstag will reject the amend- 


ment. 
The amendment of the law, as regards 


boycott, is another matter of the keenest 
interest to the social democrats. The 
leaders have an inkling that the govern- 
ment intends to amend the law affecting 
trade organizations so as to impose penal- 
ties on public conspiracies against private 
interests. Two incidents that have just oc- 
curred may alter the government's dispos'- 
tion to legislate mildly in this respect. 
One is the refusal of Deputy Bueb and his 
socialist colleague, Doppler, to take the 
oath of allegiance before entering the pro- 
vinclal assmbly in Strassburg. Their con- 
duct has been turned into political capital 
by the conservatives and national liberal 
editors, who say mM proves that the severest 
repressive measures are necessary to safe- 
guard the empire. Count von Hohen- 


brousech, who has pleaded in Harden's Zu- 
kunhft for the exclusion of socialists from 
all political rights, has found many .¢ed- 
herents in influential quarters, and his 
proposals have been advocated strongly in 
fairly liberal newspapers. 

The Beer Boycott. 

The clamor rofised by Bueb’s performance 
has been increased since the failure of 
the last attempt to settle the everlasting 
beer boycott. It was thought that the boy- 
cott had been ended by the conference of 
social democratic delegates and brewers a 
week ago. The brewers made every effort 
to conciliate the men. They conceded all 
demands except the one for a pledge to re- 
engage the discharged workingmen at once. 
They would take back these men as soon 
as they could find room for them, the brew- 
ers said, but must refuse to dismiss their 
present employes to make way for the 
strikers.

BELGIUM’S UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE, 


IEret Election Under the New Law. 

« Returns Slow. 

russels, October 14.—Belgium’s first : 
liantentary election with ei Baits 
frage was held today. The weather has 
been rainy and raw and the voting has 
been slow, As the bulk of the votes were 
cast late, the returns have come in tardi- 
ly, although the polls were closed about 
the middle of the afternoon. Excited 
crowds have surrounded the city hall since 
$3 o'clock, but at nightfa:? had learned little 
of the result, It was known then that the 
clericals had made gains in many districts 
and that fhe liberals had suffered heavily 
on account of the strong support given to 
the socialist candidates, At 8 o'clock no 
disturbance had -been reported. 

The complications of the three-class sys- 
tem caused much delay in the voting. The 
electors are divided into classes designated 
by the names univox, rivox and trivox. 
The first class includes all men over 
twenty-five years of age who have resided 
® year or more in the election district. 
Many of these voters are ignorant, and 
were exceedingly slow in preparing their 
ballots. With the second class of married 
men and widowers, who pay personal taxes 
of 5 francs..or more each, there was little 
difficulty. In the third class are most of 
the highly educated men and, consequently, 
all the priests, who in Belgfu%m, number ful- 
. AS every 
priest has three votes, the total vote of 


the Belgian priesthood is about 30,000. This 


average is supposed to account for some 
of the clerical gain. 

The law of compulsory voting caused 
many remarkable scenes today. Many men 
who did not understand the law tried to 
avoid voting, although they had not pro- 
cured the necessary permission from the 
civil judges. They were brought, angry 
and obstinate, to the polis and forced to 
‘deposit ballots. Some inscribed the names 
of imaginary candidates on the ballots, 
thus causing much confusion and delay 
in counting. 

The liberal party was divided into ad- 
vanced and moderate groups throughout 
the campaign, and, therefore, went to the 
polls greatly handicapped. In several 
places, the socialists and clericals struggled 
keenly for the advantage. Perhaps the 
sharpest fight was made py the clerical 
leader, Woeste, against the Christian so- 
cialist, Abbe Daens. Late this evening, 
several hand-to-hand conflicts were report- 
ed, but none of them is thought to have 
been especially serious. 

The figures for Brussels, as far as com- 
pleted at 10 o'clock, were: Liberals, 18,600; 
Catholics, 18,550; socialists, 12,500. They in- 
dicate that a second ballot will be neces- 
sary. The returns from other cities are 
fragmentary. No summary of the general 
result will be possible before tomorrow 
morning. 

The success of the Catholics in Ghent is 
assured. The socialists, united with the 
progressists, have gained largely in Char- 
leroi and Liege, and have lost in Mons. 
Minister Bruyen was re-elected in Ter- 
monde. The liberals have carried Namura. 
As this dispatch leaves, it is announced 
that M. Woeste, the clerical leader, has 
been defeated.

Bartlett's Death. 


THEY FELL OUT OVER A SETTLEMENT { \ 


Quarreled in # Carn Field and « Tragedy 
- Was the Result—A Train Thrown 
froma Trestie. 


Gadsden, Ale., October 14.—(Specia).)—In 
Bristoe’s cave, four miles from Moun‘ains- 
boro, near the county line betwten Etowah 
and Marshall, there occurred a cold-blooded 
murder about 3 o'clock Saturday evening. 
The facts are as follows as near as they 
could be learned: George Bartlett and his 
nephew, Dave Hubbard, had been engaged 
in getting out stove timber and had some 
wurds over the settlement. Saturday. they 
were engaged in gathering corn, when the 
difficulty was returned. Barfett was on the 
wagon and, grabbing a hickory standard, 
struck at Hubhard; whvy .also grabbed a 
large hickory stick and struck Bartlett in 
the head, Knocking him out of the wagon. 
Hubbard then went to the house, and, tell- 
ing what he had done, fled the country. 
Parties went to the fleld, where they found 
Bartlett dead. 

George Lartlett was an old man about 
sixty years old, while Hubbard was his 
nephew, about twenty-nine years old. Great 
excitement prevails in the neighborhood 
and the sheriff and a posse are hot after 
Hubbard, who is stil) at targe. ’ 

The Bartiett family has been peculiarly 
an unfortunate one. One son was killed in 
Attalla severa! years ago, also one near 
where the father was killed, and one 
drowned. 

A Miraculous Escape. 

Mobile, Ala., October 14.—(Special.)—A re- 
markable railroad accident u*scurred near 
Theodore Thursday. Mr. W. T. Hierony- 
mus and six other men were on the engine 
of a train on a logging road which runs 
about ten miles into the woods from Theo- 
dore. The engine was drawing some cars 
loaded with logs. When about seven miles 
from Theodore the engine ran upon a 
tressle forty feet high and the rails spread. 
The whole train left the track and was 
thrown off the tressle, falling pell mel to 
the ground, forty feet below. The train 
and engine were broken almest to splint- 
ers, but remarkable to relate not a man 
was hurt otherwise than to receive a few 
bruises. Not one of them left the engine, 
either, until it had struck the ground ang 
was broken to pieces.

Washington Park Directors Decide to 
Have No More Racing: 
Chicago, October 14.—At a meeting of its 
directors last night the Washington “Park 
Club decided to abandon its racing feature 
and, in conformity with this resolution, 
the club’s resignation from the turf con- 
gress was prepared and forwarded to the 
secretary. The reasons for abandoning this 
feature are based, it is said, upon the popu- 
lar clamor against pool selling and the de- 
generation of racing from a harmless and 
high-class sport to a species of gambling. 
The club was organized in 1883 and is ros- 
sessed of grounds covering an area of eighty 
acres, which have increased in value from 
$150,000, the purchase prices, to $1,500,000 or 
$2,000,000, their estimated present worth. 
General Phil Sheridan was the first ores- 
ident of the club and served in. that ca- 
pacity until his death, when the vacancy 
was filled by the election of the present 
president, George Henry Wheeler. Organ- 
ized as a jockey club, and for the avowed 
purpose of encouraging the improvement, 


the Washington Park Club has consistent- 
ly maintained its high standard and gained 
more than national celebrity. It has ‘ever 
permitted a foreign book to operate at its 
theetings- and has always’ endeavored to 
conduct its affairs, so far as they related 
to racing, within the proper lines, 

The feeling has spread rapidly among the 
directors, howevér, that. the club could not

A Mistaken Estimate of China. 

Only four years ago Lord Wolseley, 
the great English general, wrote of 
China: 

“The Chinese,” said jord Wolseley, in 
1890, “are the coming nation. The Chinese 
will, I think, overrun the world. ‘The tattle 
of Armageddon will take place between the 
Chinese and the English-speaking races: 
* * * Some day a great general or law- 
giver will arise in China, and the Chinese, 
who have been motionless for three centu- 
ries, will begin to progress. They will.take 
to the profession of arina, and then they 
will hurl themselves upon the Ruxsian em- 
pire. Before the Chinese arniies--as they 
possess cvery military virtue, are stolidly 
indifferent to death, and capable of inex- 
haustible endurance—-the Russians will go 
down. Then the Chinese armies will nereh 
westward. They will overrun India, sweep- 
ing us into the sea. Asia will belong to 
them, and then, at last, Wnglish, Ameri- 
cans, Australians, will haye to railv for a 
last desperate conflict. So certain do I re- 
gard this that I think oné fixed point of cur 
policy shouid be to strain every nerve ard 
make every sacrifice to keep on good terms 
with China. China is the coming power ” 

Ai that time many argued with Wolse- 
ley, but the general verdict now will be 
that if China is the coming power she 
is coming at a very slow pace, and just 
at present it is very evident that she is 
going hackward. 

While the progress of the Japanese 
has excited admiration it has been the 
common impression that their 40,000,000 
people could never stand against ten 
times their number of Chinese, and that 
the latter would, whenever the emer- 
gency demanded it, display extraordi- 
nary resources and a ready adaptability 
to all the conditions of modern warfare. 

It seems that this was a mistaken ®es- 
timate. Little Japan has hurled herself 
against her enemy with such impetuous 
fury and with such military skill that 
She has been victorious in every quar- 
ter, and Europe now regards this new 
power with alarm. Another mistake 
has been made in the charge that the 
Japanese under the outward cover of a 
Sham civilization are still a barbarous 
people. They are hard fighters; it is 
true, but not one of her leaders is guilty 
of sucha brutal erime as Li Hung 
Chang committed when he caused 
twelve peaceful ambassadors to be put 
to death in the Tae Lung revolution, a 
butchery which shocked the civilized 
world. 

The common estimate of China and 
Japan will have to be revised. The 
smaller country must take precedence 
of the other in civilization and in all the 
arts of peace and war. But it remains 
to be seen whether oviside interference 
will change the present state of affairs. 

Plucky Venezuela. 

A special cablegram from Kingston, 
Jamaica, % The New York World states 
that the Venezuelan troops have éntered 
the disputed territory held by the Brit- 
ish, and have driven out the police force 
of the latter. 

If this report is true the action of Ven- 
ezuela may lead to some very interest- 
ing complications, in which our govern- 
ment will, perhaps, take a hand. The 
boundary line between Venezuela, on 
te east, and British Guiana on the west 
bas been in dispute for many years. 
The disputed territory is larger than 
the German empire, and its rich gold 
mines long ago attracted the attention 
of the British, who commenced advanc- 
ing their outposts until they now con- 
trol a yast district. 

The Hon. William L. Seruggs, ex-min- 
ister to Venezuela, and at present the 
representative of that government in 
the capacity of legal adviser in interna- 
tional matters to its legation at Wash- 
ington, was recently interviewed by The 
Washington Star at considerable length 
upon this interesting subject. Colonel 
Scruggs has made a thorough investiga- 
tion of the boundary question, and in 
his judgment the British are clearly in 
the wrong. They hold a portion of 
Guiana as successors to Holland, while 
Venezuela holds a pertion as successor 
to Spain, which once owned the entire 
territory by right of discovery, The 
boundaries were never definitely fixed, 
and after more than seventy-five years 
this dispute comes up and grows more 
serious every year. The British diplo- 
mats talk about a pretended treaty with 
certain Indian tribes, but such a claim: 
would not hold good with any court of 
arbitration, and although Venezuela has 
long sought arbitration, England = re- 
fuses to submit to one, and continues 
to appropriate more territory. 

General Crespo, the president of the 
Venezuelan republic, is not the man to 
sit down quietly and yield to such 
wholesale robbery. He prefers arbitra- 
tion, but if England persists in refusing 
to grant this request it Is quite likely 
that he will raise an army and fight it 
out. In the event of a conflict of, arms 
between . Venezuela and England our 
government-will have to take sides’ with 
our sister republic, pr else throw the 
Monroe doctrine overboard, Despite the 
positive terms of that doctrine, we have 
permitted England to seize and hold 
Venezuelan territory, .but whether our 
peaceful attitude will continue if the

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| MAKING DAMASCUS BLADES. 


The Weapon Perfect When It Cleanly 
Severed a Slave’s Head. 


The Berliner Tagblatt of September %th 
says: Advices received from Professor von 
Eulenspiegel and party state that in dely- 
ing among ruins of ancient Tyre there 
has been unearthed what seems to have 
been the workshop of an ancient armorer 
or ‘“‘waffenschmidt,” with a quantity of 
sword blades in different stages of manu- 
facture, though badly corroded. A copper 
cylinder with a close fitting cap was foun 
among a pile of dry rotted wood, evidently 
the remains of an arm chest, the brass 
nails and copper bands of which had re- 
tained their original form. This cylinder 
contained a parchment inscribed in an- 
cient Syriac characters and in a fair state 
of preservation. The professor, after 
has pronounced it 
an extraordinary discovery—one calculated 
to cast much light upon, the heretofore 
mysteries of the ancient craft of weapon 
making, giving in detail the methods fol- 
lowed in making the perfect Damascus 
biades. 

The manner of tempering these blades 
when intended for a ruler or an officer of 
high rank was as follows: “Let the high 
dignitary furnish an Ethiop of fair frame 
and let him be bound down, shoulders up- 
wards, upon the block of the god Bal-ha!, 
his arms fastened underneath with thongs; 
a strap of goat skin over his back and 
wound twice around the block; his feet 
close together lashed to a dowel of wood 
and his head and neck projecting over and 
beyond the end of the block. * * * Then 
let the master workman, having cold ham- 
mered the blade to a smooth and thin edee, 
thrust it into the fire of cedar wood coals, 
in and out, the while reciting the prayer 
to the god Bal-hal, yntil the steel be of 
the color of the red of the rising sun, when 
he comes up over the desert toward the 
east; and then with a quick motion -pass 
the same from the heel thereof to the 
point, six times through the most fieshy 
portion of the slave’s back and thighs, 
when it shall have become the color of the 
purple of the king. Then, if one swing and 
one stroke-of the right arm of the master 
workman, it severs the head of the slave 
from his body and display not nick nor 
crack along the edge, and the blade may 
be bent round about the body of a man 
and break not, it shall be accepted as a 
perfect weapon, sacred to the service of 
the god Bal-hal, anu the owner thereof may 
thrust it into a scabbard of asses’ skin, 
brazen with brass and hung to a girdle of 
camels’ wool dyed in the royal purple.” 


SPARROWS DEFEAT A SNAKE. 


One Hundred Birds Attack a Reptile 
with Fatal Results. 

Levi Bender witnessed a few days ago a 
scene in which 100 sparrows and a large 
snake appeared in the leading roles. He 
was driving along a road near Worcester, 
Mass., says The News, little frequented 
by travelers and saw ahead of him what 
appeared to be a mass of sparrows, every 
one of which was making all the noise 
which its voice would allow and jumping up 
and down, striking at something in the 
road. It was such a remarkable sight that 
Levi left his team and went forward to 
investigate. He had trotble in driving the 
sparrows away, they seeming decidedly 
averse to leaving the spot, but at last suc- 
ceeded, and ag the birds hovered above in 
the air, still chattering, a large snake 
crawled slowly and painfully into the bushes 
beside the road and disappeared. it 
showed many signs of rough usage by the 
birds and was hardly able to get away.

The Barnum & Bailey circus reached the 
city yesterday morning and before the 
noon hour was camped at the baseball 
park. The show covers more ground with 
its canvas than any circus Atlanta has 
seen in many years. The entire baseball 
park is occupied by the show and the lat 
adjoining it ig covered with the tents. 
Kitchen, dining room and stables are side 
by side, and around these is every evidence 
of life. ; 

During the afternoon the tents were put 
up and everything was made ready for 
the show today and tonight. 

The procession, which will take place this 
morning, promises to be one of the most 
interesting and entertaining that Atlanta 
has seen in a long time. It will be one 
of the longest and will take in the leading 
streets of the city, giving everybody an 
opportunity to see it. The line will leave 
the grounds promptly at 9 o’clock and will 
move down Edgewood avenue to Peachtree 
street. It will go up Peachtree to Broad, 
and along Broad across the bridge to Ala- 
bama. At Alabama it will turn and make 
for Whitehall and will move alchg White- 
hall to Mitchell. At Mitchell the line will 
start for South Pryor and move up South 
Pryor to Alabama where it will start for 
loyd. The line will move aleng Loyd street 
to Wall, and up Wall to Pryor and out 
Pryor to Houston, and then back to the 
grounds. 

It was intended to cross the railroad on 
the Forsyth street bridge, but yesterday 
the managers of the route found that there 
were wires along that route which could 
not be passed under by some cf the wagons, 
and the route had to be changed. Those 
who have seen the stock and the wagons 
at the grounds are of the opinion that the 
procession will be one of the finest ever 
seen in the country. The stock is all in 
good condition, fat and smooth, while: the 
cages and wagons are all as bright as 
new. 

Tickets will be on sale at Silverman’s dur- 
ing the morning, and those who do not 
care to wait until reaching the grounds 
can find what ther want. The gencral ad- 
mission to the circus will be 30 cents, while 
coupon tickets will be $1 each. 

There will be two performances during 
the day, one in the afternoon and the other 
at night. In the afternoon the doors will 
be opened at 1 o’clock and the performance 
will begin at 2 o’clock. At night the doors 
will open at 7 o’clock and the work will 
begin at 8 o'clock. 

Those who go early, however, will have 
an opportunity of seeing two shows, 
whether it be in the afternoon or night. 
In the big tent. which contains the menage- 
rie, there will be seen before each per- 
formance the ethnological congress, com- 
posed of a représentative of fifty different 
nations. In the congress will be seen over 
two hundred people, and ajl of them will 
be trying-to entertain the people in their 
own way. Some of the features presented 
by this congress of people are @.id to be 
very interesting and entertaininz. 

The circus arrived yesterday morning at 
& o’cleck over the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern railroad. Immediately the cars 
were unloaded, and all the cages, baggage, 
ete., conveyed to the grounds. 

It is so long since a circus has spent a 
Sunday in the city that it called out great 
crowds to see it. All day a stream of peo- 
ple came and went, but the small boys held 


the grounds from morning till night, try-

ing to see something; anything. 

Outside the enclosure the crowd was el- 
bowing each other from place to place and 
poking fun at everything out of the usual 


run. Inside, however, . perfect quiet 
reigned, aithough the canvas- 
men were busy hoisting the 


tents, and dolng everything to make the 
amusement and comfort of the public per- 
fect. The most notable feature of the 
work was the perfect system. Every man 
knew exactly what was required of him 
and did “4t without the least disturbance. 
All the principal stakes are driven before 
they attempt to raise a stitch of canvass. 
Six men with sledges beat a tattoo on the 
top of a stake that sends it down at once. 
The poles are laid in pluce, the feet of 
them lying at the spot they are to occupy, 
all the guys fastened to the masthead, and 
all hands lay hold the ‘main guy and up 
they go. The canvas is laid in place, 
fastened to the tackle and hoisted into 
place, while others secure it from below. 

inside the managerie tent is one of the 
finest zoological collections in America. 
Among the many interesting animals, an 
enormous polar bear, hippopotomus, orang- 
outang and a large herd of camels and 
elephants are to be seen. The largest 
elephant is of five tons weight, while just 
by him is the two-year-old baby elephant.

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"HAG. ON MYERS. 


Herschel McDonald Talks About the 
dail Life of His Cell Mate. 


HE 18 STILL COOL AND DEFIANT 


Is Considered a Hero bythe Rest of the 
Prisoners—There Is No Remorse 
in His Nature.

“He never has said anything much to me 
about the business. I was joking the other 
day with him, and I told nim his neck was 
goin’ to swing. He said te didn’t care, 
and I don't believe he does, neither.” 

It was Hersche] McDonald who tpvke, sit- 
ting up in the jail window and looking cut 
through the iron bars. He had lefé his cell- 
mate in the corridor, surrounied by a crowd 
of boisterous prisoners, who since his ad- 
mittance to the place, have always regarded 
the man who is charged with the murder 
of Forrest Crowley as a hero. 

“Yes,’’ continued McDonald, “‘he’s in there 
now tellin’ those fellows some big yarn 
about what he has dune. They think Myers 
is the biggest man in the world.’’ 

McDonald and Myers make an interesting 
couple. 

“Both of us are the same age,” said 
McDonald; ‘“‘we are the same height, and 
we weigh the same, and we have a scar 
over the left eye, and both of us are in 
here for the same thing.”’ 

The pair occupy the famous Sam Hill 
cell. Its furniture ig meager, consigting of 
two small iron cots and a table. Above the 
table is hung a small piece of broken mir- 
ror, in which Will Myers gazes vainly. One 
side of the cell is covered with different 
scenes and figures painted by ill. One 
of the figures, intended to represent a wo- 
man, holds up a pair of scales. Justice is 
overbalanced, and is in the act of pluming 
her wings ready for flight, while the devil, 
who dances on the other side, laughs with 
satanic glee. Hill intended them to repre 
sent the scales of justice. 

Three weeks ago, this morning, Myers 
landed at Simpson street crossing, and was 
conducted to the station house. He was 
cool and indifferent. The greatest excite- 
ment had not the least effect upon him, 
and at times when the nerves of the most 
experienced officers were shaken, Myers 
remained impassive. Since then he has not 
changed. If there is any remorse in his 
nature over the brutal murder of Forrest 
L. Crowley, he has never shown it. He 
appears to have no conception of the crime. 

“There ain’t any man in jail that feels 
better than Myers,” said McDonald. “He 
doesn’t worry any over what he has done. 
He goes on and laughs and jokes just like 
he warnt in here for anything. He don’t 
talk about anything, for I've been tryin’ 
to get something out of him ever since 
he has been in. All he says is that he 
met that man Brown Allen and he got 
him to go in with him and bring Crowley 
down here. He says he didn’t kill the man, 
and he didn’t see him killed, but that Brown 
Allen came back to the buggy where he 
was standing and said ‘I have ’killed Crow- 
ley’ and threw the purse in his lap. Myers 
told me the other day that he hoped they 
would catch Brown Allen, and that, if 
they didn’t catch him, he was a goner. 
That fellow Myers is the funniest fellow 
I ever saw. I can’t make anything out of 
im.”” 

Myers himself refuses to say a word to 
reporters or others who ask about the 
killing now. In reply to all questions, he 
answers, emphatically: ‘I have nothing to 
say.” * 


A MEMORY OF | 
OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES. 


Editor Constitution: News of the death of 
that brilliant and great-hearted man, Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes, has brought to my 
mind a train of reminiscences relative to 
him and his works extended back into the 
years of my early life. 

While an orphan boy living on a farm 
near Buffalo, N. Y., one of my favorite 
amusements during the long winter even- 
ings was reading aloud to the family with 
whom I was living, a practice which, no 
doubt, laid the foundation for ‘ater efforis 
in that direction, before more extended au- 
diences., : 

Of everything read and discussed during 
this time nothing gave so much pleasure. 
both to hearers and reader as the articles 
of Dr. Holmes. then being published in 
The Atlantic Monthly, which came regu- 
larly to our country home. 

My favorite among Dr. Holmes’s works, 
read during these years, was ‘‘The Guar- 
dian Angel,” a story which every student 
of human nature, and lover of clean, amus- 
ing romance should read, Several times in 
later years have I read this novel aloud 
to various friends. and many is the hearty 
laugh I have had over the desperate at- 
tempts of the would-be poet, gifted Hop 
kins, to give adequate expression to his 
seething sentiments. 

I knew “how it was myself,’ and keenly 
appreciated the situation. 

Time brought varied experiences and 
many changes of location to the young 
reader by the country fireside, and twenty 
years ago the 26th of last October, a three- 
Gays’ journey from Chicago landed him in 
Atianta, where he has since made his home 
and where he hopes to die, although in no 
especial hurry for this latter consumma- 
tion, 

During all the varied experiences of those 
years the hopeful, helpful writings of Dr. 
Holmes have been a source of constant 
pleasure and encouragement, and the ver- 
satile author has been my ideal of all that 
was best and noblest in the manhood of 
the century. "s 

When my little book of rhymes, “Echoes, 
was published a friend who knew my ad- 
miration for Dr. Holmes suggested that J 
send a copy to him, which I finally did, 
together with @ brief account of my pecu- 


‘liar method of composition, namely, com- 
_ pleting many of 


my pieces and retaining 
ry perhaps. for years, without ever 
i a i out, so that at the time of 
the publication 1 was able to repeat every 
pcem in the book from memory. 

A few days afterwards, much to my sur- 
prise, I received an autograph letter from 
the aged poet, evidently written with diffi- 
culty, in which, after thanking me for the 
many “pleasing, pretty and fanciful’ po- 
ems in the little collection, he said:. 

“Your ‘account ot the manner 
in which they were written, I find very in- 
teresting. I, myself, am totally incapable 
of any such tour de force of memory, and 
wonder at the power of reproducing 80 
much of the past in memory. It is a won- 
derful gift, indeed, and a rare one, I should 
think— certainly an enviable one. 

Encouraged by the recognition my ideal 
author. I shortly afterwards sought to 
express my feelings toward Dr. Holmes in 
the following sonnet which appeared in 
The Constitution:

details of the room, for the venerable poet 
rose as I entered and took my hand with a 
grasp thut indicated neither feebieness nor 
ps ng A | drawing an immense 
arm chair ide his own, he invited me to 
be seated and inake myself at home. 

Remembering that Mr. Holmes was born 
in the first decade of the century: which is 
atout closing, I was prepared to see a de. 
crepit old man, but in appearance and ac- 
tion he might easily have passed for a 
well-preserved gentleman of sixty. 

During che two hours I spent in that 
room, which seemed to me like a shrine of 
the muses, but little was said concerning 
books or authors, and I somenow imagined 
that this foremost of American writers en- 
joyed visiting with a stranger who did not 
insist upon talking shop, and overwhelming 
him with compiiments. 

He referred pleasantly to the poems of 
my own which he had received, and stated 
that his appreciation of them was proven 
by the fact that he had written his ac- 
knowledgements himself, soniething which 
of late he usuaily left to his secretary, as 
his failing eyesight mace writing a difficuit 
task for him. 

I related an incident in connection . with 
his beautiful em, “The Crocked 
Footpath,"’ illustrating the peculiar pranks 
which memory sometimes played me, and 
the conversation, then drifted to the south 
in general and Atlanta in particular. 

His attention had recently been especially 
directed to Atlanta by the receipt of .the 
Christmas number of The Dixie magazine, 
where, in an article entitled: “Some inter- 
esting bits of Georgia history,’ there was a 
description of the old Midway church, of 
which the poé@t’s father had once been pas- 
tor for six years. 

Dr. Holmes paid a high compliment to the 
style in which the article was written and 
the evident care which had been taken jn 
collecting the data for it; and seemed much 
pleased when informed that the author of 
the article, Miss Northen, was the daughter 
of our esteemed governor. 

Learning that I had come east to make 
a short reading tour my host related some 
of his own amusing experiences upon the 
lecture platform, and discussed the peculiar- 
ities of audiences in a most interesting man- 
ner. Two hours slipped rapidly away, and 
when at last I arose to go, he asked me, 
with a merry twinkle in his eye, if I had an 
autograph book with me. 

I was compelled to smile at the evident 
insinuation but replied that I had never 
possessed such an article, and was no au- 
tograph hunter. 

“Well,” said he, “you are an exception 
among my callers and I wish you to carry 
away a souvenir of your visit.’’ Going into 
the next room he brought back a 
little volume of extracts frem his 
writings, containing a. selection for each 
day of the year, and with the aid of a mag- 
nifying glass, wrote a brief presentation 
upon the fly leaf. 

As I watched him slowly tracing those 
few words, I fully realized the great honor 
the aged poet and philosopher had done me 
in writing the two letters I had received 
from him. 

With another hearty handshake and an 
invitation to call again whenever conveni- 
ent, my venerable friend (as [I then felt him 
to be) bade me goodby, and I was soon 
upon the street again. 

The east wind was still blowing and the 
cold April rain was still falling, but two 
hours of contact with that sunny nature 
had made the world seem less dreary and 
given me increased strength for future 
work. 

Little more than a year has passed since 
then and the noble soul has gone to its re- 
ward, and when I note the universal sorrow 
at its departure I feel as though the last 
lines of my poor sonnet were prophetic. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes was in’ many re- 
spects the most remarkable literary man of 
the century, and to the day of his death the 
world never lost interest in his work, for 
he kept in touch with the times and never 
allowed himself to lapse into old fogyism.

If he sometimes laugh- 
ed at the follies of the world, there was no 
gail mingled with his satire and the world 
was compelled to join in the laughter, 

Death has stopped the work, but his influ- 
ence still lives. His fame will grow briechter 
as the years roll on, and the world will al- 
ways be better that he lived and wrote.

IS TOO MUCH COTTON RAISED? 


What a Prominenst Cotton Facto: Has 
to Say About it. 

Do we make too much cotton? 

“Prices,”’ said a prominent fa:tor Satur- 
day, “can never improve as long as our 
planters persist in making more of the sta- 
ple than can be consumed 

“Tf two-thiras were raised,” continued be, 
‘i¢ would bring as much money as a big 
crop. This fact ought to be inpressed cn 
the farmers. Cotton is 2% cents cheaper 
today than it was on the same date last 
year, and the price has been roing down at 
a corresponding’ rate for the last three 
years. 

“The truth about it is that those who 
bought cotton two years ago on the idee 
that it had reached rock bottom haven't 
got rid of it all yet, and they are afraid te 
load up again. 

‘There is a large increase of acreage over 
last year, and in the states beyond the 
Mississippi river the crop is unusually good. 
Texas has a magpificent crop and in Geor- 
gia ‘and South Carolina it is pretty fair, 
with a somewhat increased acreage. 

‘Therefore it may be assumed that the

production will go largely over %,000,000 
bales. This fact, with scme of last year’s

“The receipts arc not as large as they 
should be with the prospect of such a large 
crop in sight.

And then a great many farmers are holding 
their cotton for better prices. I fear, how- 
ever, that they are doomed to disappoint- 
ment. As I said before, their only salvation 
on this line is to plant less.”

_The Outlook for Gold Export. 
Erom The New York Stockholder. 

The firmness of foreign exchange at quo- 
tations far above the average for this pe- 
riod of the year is naturally creating con- 
siderable alarm lest exports of gold should 
again start up. Tihe figures are now so 
close to indicating such a movement that 
but little impetus is needed to set it going. 
The fear is, too, that once in motion its 


-Stoppage will not be easily effected. Nat- 


urally enough we shall not send gold away 
and have nothing in return for it, but just 
now it seems that if gold is to go it will 
be in exchange for something we have al- 
ready had. We have a large account to 
settle every year for sundry liabilities and 
for interest on our debts—debts contracted 
years ago many of them, when rates -of 
interest were a good deal higher than would 
be paid in these days—and while our mer- 
chandise exports exceed in value our im. 
ports by a larger ‘amount than usual for 
the expired portion of the current year, the 
outiook is not for heavy shipments, and 
hence that the net results later on will 
not be as favorable as they ordinarily are. 
For example, in the eight months to Au- 
gust sist, last, merchandise net exports 
were $65,076,740. In the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1893 there was an excess of imports 
Over exports of $47,829,685, changed by the 
end of the year to an excess of exports over 
imports of $99,865,857. In 1892 for the eight 
months net exports were $33,761,669, and for 
the full year $97,489,705. Still a year farther 
back in 1891, the eight months show net im- 
ports of $142,188,703. Silver may perhaps be 
relied upon to keep up its record, but there 
geem to be many doubts about merchandise. 
From New York the returns show that in 
September imports- were four and a half 
millions heavier than exports. Takings this 
@s an indication of results for the country 
at large, and it is seen that the excess in 
our favor on merchandise account is noi

can be seen, is by no means an ordinary 


‘occurrence, although there would be a pre- 


cedent should one take place this year. In 
1888 the course of exchange was much under 
the influence of smal] exports and larger 
imports of merchandise; but there was a 
long and theavy flow of our securities to 
Europe, and it was not until this ceased 
and gold was shipped in quantities from 
London to the rpms republic and to 
Russia in the fall that we were called upon 
in the two closing months for the amounts 
shown above. In 1889. the influence of sales 
of securities was not pronounced, and in 
spite of heavy exports, especially of cotton 
in the months under discussion, which cre- 
ated a large amount of exchange, it is 
shown that we sent gold away in October. 
There was, in fact, no net imports of gold, 
as we expect there always should be, in the 
latter part of the year named. 

The question of gold expo ts now turns 
upon the merchandise movement more than 
anything else. Business is dull; we can 
point to no large crops and hence have no 
prospective railroad earnings of lafge pro- 
portions to hold out as inducements for 
foreigners to buy the securities of those 
properties. Booms in mining properties and 
oil wells are things of the past, at the same 
time these were of the things which 
brought us the capital which once came 
bounding along in this direction. Prices 
for staples are abnormally low, and the 
export demand, even at those prices, does 
not seen in any way to show signs of revi- 
val. Apparently, then, what influences 
there are left to offset those working to- 
ward gold exports would not take long to 
enumerate. In order that there should be 
a parallel to previous recent years in which 
the exodus was of small proportions and 
in which this was more than offset in al- 
most every instance by large _ receipts, 
there should be a decided gain in exports of 
commodities ovef imports, and this it is 
quite certain is not now in sight.

Hearing of the Case. ofthe Atlanta Trost 


Company Against the A&R 


—— 


'T WILL COME UP NEXT SATURDAY. 


Suits in Court Saturdar—The Little Ne- 
gress Sent to the Chaingang—In 
the Justice Vourts. 


The hearing of the case of the Atlantic 
Trust Company et al, against the Atlanta 
and Florida railroad, which was to have oc- 
curred yesterday in Judge Lumpkin’s cham- 
bers, will not be taken up until October 
20th. . 

An order to this effect was signed Sat- 


urday. In the meantime, according to the 
same order that postpones the hearing, the 
restraining order ig still in force, and the 
temporary receiver, Mr. Bugene Spalding, 
still remains in charge of the road. The 
petition of the Atlantic Trust Company and 
others it was that placed the Atianta and 
Florida road into the hands of a temporary 
receiver. 

The time was set for a hearing to decide 
whether or not the receivership should be 
made permanent; The allegations made in 
the petition were to the effect that the road 
wag entirely insolvent and Judge Lumpkin 
eppointed the temporary receiver for rea- 
sons that were urged upon him and which 
he recognized as potent and not to be over- 
looked. There were a number of back sal- 
aries due employes of the road, and it was 
learned that they might secure ‘'aborers’ 
liens, levy on the most convenient cars, or 
any rolling stock and thus badly handicap 
the road. ‘ 

It is generally conceded that the receiv- 
ership will be made permanent and that 
the temporary receiver will be appointed 
by the consent of all parties. 

False Representations 
Were Made. 

The suit of J. H. Mecaslin et al. against 

oe et al. was in hearing all of 
Saturday before Judge Lumpkm, but it will 
be sometime before there is a decision. 

The amount involved in the petition is 
something over $100,000. The plaintiffs al- 
lege that the defendants in the suit made 
false representations in the matter of cer- 
tain phosphate lands in Fiorida, It is 
charged that Mr. Harralson and others 
formed @ company under the name of the 
Georgia Phosphate Company. It was un- 
derstood, so it is claimed, that the amount 
of stock subscribed to simply represent the 
cost of the land—abonut $10 an acre.

Let the legis- 
lature, then, at its ensuing session pass a 
constitutional amendment adding twv 
judges to.the court, and providing that 
these judges and their successors shall 
be elected by the peopic. If this amend- 
nt could pass the legislature by Novem- 
r 7th (and that is ample time), it could 
then be submitted to the people for ratifi- 
Cation at the January election of county 
officers. The act could provide for the elec- 
tion, provisionally, of the two additional 
judges at the same time, and thus secure 
their services to the court within a few 
days after the election. The ratification of 
such an amendment would be rendered 
more certain it it made the entire bench 
election by the people, which would be an 
improvement on the present system. But 
that feature might endanger its passage by 
the legislature. Judges are now elected by 
the people, and for many years have been, 
in most of the states. So, we would run no 
risk in adopting that system as to these 
two of our judges. But the suggestion 
needs ne elaboration. Through you I give 
it to the people for what it may be worth.

Mr. Louis Smith Says He Has An 
Airship Invented. 


SURE THAT HIS PLAN WILL WORK 


He Has Made No Practical Test of It Yet, 
but Has Faith—Description ofe 
Wonderful Affair. 


Atlanta has a Herr Maxim of her own 
in the person of Mr. Louis Smith, who be- 
lieves that he is at least on the way to 
perfect a machine that will circle about 
with ease in the upper regions, and, per- 
haps, prove to be a potent factor in the 
China-Japan war. 

The inventor has as yet not made his ma- 
chine, but is on the lookout for a syndi- 
cate to back him up in the building of this 
new aerial venture. Mr. Smith, who lives 
at No. 4 Walker street, is a young man of 
prepossesssing appearance and with but very 
little of an eccéntric look about him, and 
talks in an earnest, entertaining manner 
about his proposed machine. 

“I know I am going to be laughed at a 
great deal,” said Mr. Smith, “but I guess I 
can stand that. 

“Of course, there is little use going into 
details as to the use of a fiying machine. 
Siffice it to say that the army that could 
get the use of this machine could dictate 
terms to the enemy or blow them to atoms. 
For ip.stance, if eitrer China or Japan could 
get control of my invention, the war be- 
tween the two would soon be at an end, 
for the one that was lucky enough to se- 
cure the service of my airship would in a 
very short while be the victor.. The side 
controlling the airship could simply threat- 
en the capital of the other country. Of 
course, the owners of such a powerful in- 
strument of warfare would in a very short 
while become immensely rich. In fact, I 
have no doubt but that China would pay 
$10,000,000 for the use of my. invention, 
as it would surely mean success to them 
as far as this war is concerned. 

“In time of peace this air ship would be 
very valuable as a means of discovery or 
exploration. The discovery of the north pole 
would be made a certainty by the speed that 
this ship may attain. It may be possible 
for us to eat breakfast in New York and 
supper in London. And a week’s trip to the 
wilds of Africa or South America and return 
would be but a pleasant vacation. 

“Commercially, my airship can be usec 
to great advantage in many ways to net the 
owners a handsome profit, but I am sorry 
to say that I am not now willing to fully 
describe it. 

“There is money to be made by the own- 
ers of such a machine as I am capable of 
constructing, and I want to get a few men 
of means inter4sted in this, and the rest 
will soon ent, 

How It Would Be Worked. 

“As to the airship or machine itself, the 
means used to rise it to any height or 
lower it at will, the force used to propell 
it, or rathér as to how that force is se- 
cured and continually supplied as per de- 
mand, etc., will, for the present remain a 
secret of my own, but the following is a de- 
scription of the general appearance of the 
machine. The lifting power will consist of 
two hollow bodies or cyllinders made of 
aluminum. They will be made in such a 
way as to be very buoyant with sharp bow 
and stern to lessen the resistance when 
moving through the air. These cylinders 
will be joined together with rods and braces 
made of aluminum, and a station will be 
located between two cylinders where the 
parties who are to go on the machine will 
stay. 

“When the machine gets to the desired 
height it is pushed forward by propellers 
in somewhat the same way in which the 
steamship of today is given its speed. I do 
not mind telling that the power to be used 
is electricity, but as to how I get the con- 
tinuous current necessary, will remain a se- 
cret with me for the present. 

‘The two main points to overcome is to 
first be able to go up and come down at 
will, and second, after you get up to be able 
to go ahead in the desired direction. 

“And all this I have overcome and all 
that is now necessary is to get the money 
with which to construct my invention and 
the rest will soon follow.”’
